SENATOR L I ND SAY: Mr. President and m embers, I r i se i n
opposition to the Chambers amendment. I think there i s a f ew
t hing s I ' d l i ke t o p o i n t o u t t o j u st i f y my o p p o s it i o n . F ir s t ,
LB 116 i s a g e n d e r - n e u t r a l h i l l . It does not specify that one
pa -ty or the other commits the crime,whether the man requests
the act of prostitution or whether the woman requests the act of
prostitution, it doesn't matter, either one c an commit t h e
crime. This is not an attack on the defenseless woman that
Senator Chambers refers tn. It can go both ways and it does, in
fact, in Omaha go both ways. The Judiciary Committee h ear i n g ,
there was testimony there that indicated that there are more men
arrested for prostitution in Omaha in 1988 than were women.
This i s no t a b i l l t hat attacks jus t tha t one seg men t of
society, it do es hit both sides. As a matter of fact, one of
the police strategies in Omaha now is to try to d issuade the
customers fr om going to the prostitutes, that by doing that, it
makes th e b u s i n e s s a l i t t l e mo r e d i f f i cu l t . Number two, I think
that if we read the Chambers amendment, we ' l l see t h a t t h i s wi l l
negate enforceability of the law. Number one, I think i t i s
broad en o ugh t h a t i t wi l l p r oh i b i t a p o l i c e o f f i ce r eng ag ed i n a
sting operation from testifying against the person involved in
the sting operation. I don't think that there are a l ot o f
o ther wa y s t o p r o s e c u t e a prostitution charge than the use of a
sting operation, the use of a wire or the pa rticular problem
that Senator Chambers is trying to approach and that is the
defendant, or the John turning state's witness. I t h i nk t h i s
amendment is so broad that it is going to prevent enforcement of
the bill. It will effectively...it will effectively legalize
prostitution in Nebraska b ecause i t wi l l r ender the bi ll
u nenfor ceab l e .
